Sundry Civil Bill Completed.

The report says that outside of the 
goods transported in vessels owned 
by the government, there was paid 
in freights for such carrying in the 
year 1901, $4,523,954, and that “this 
carrying is done principally to the 
Philippines, and, like the major por- 
tion of all our war and naval ex- 
penditures of the present day, has 
been rendered necessary by the in- 
advised subjugation and retention of 
those islands.” 

The report says the bill is a most 
Darefaced misappropriation of public 
moneys und adds: “Of the seventeen 
vessels now engaged in this traffic on 
the Pacific, all are manned exclusively 
(except officers) by Chinese sailors, 
who work for about one-third or one- 
fourth the wages that American sail- 
ors receive, so that the American Sal- 
ors have been completely supplanted 
by these Chinese in the very Pacific 
Ocean companies who are pressing the 
bill and who are, in part, to get its 
gratuities.” 
The report concludes that in 
respects, this bill is worse than any 
pronounced subsidy measure which 
has been advocated in Congress, be- 
cause it gives an absolute monopoly 
to a few corporations and individuals 
who may and probably will form a 
combine and hold-up the government 
for all it will stand.” 


SUNDRY CIVIL BILL.

Among the probable causes that may 
have contributed to the present un- 
satisfactory condition of the orange 
market is one to which little or no 
reference has been made, namely, the 
fact that when the big union of Cali- 
fornia orange growers was effected, it 
placed out of commission, as it were, 
a large number of commission men here, 
and especially in the East, some of 
whom had been engaged in the busi- 
ness of marketing citrus fruit for half 
a century. It stands to reason that 
such a radical change cannot be made 
without arousing animosity and gn- 
tagonism. It can scarcely be 
that the Eastern men who have thus 
been knocked out of business should 
be ardent admirers of California or- 
anges, but rather that they would do 
everything in their power to promote 
the sale of fruit from Florida, Mexico, 
the West Indies and elsewhere. This 
they have undoubtedly done. Whether 
or not the union has been bucking 
against independent outsiders in such 
away as to hurt the market is a 
question that has been raised. The 
statement has been made so frequently, 
and so emphatically, that many are 
inclined to believe there must be 
some fire where there is so much 
smoke. One thing is true: While the 
battle for combination and suprem- 
acy has been going on, the growers 
have been suffering. The blessings of 
so-called “coéperation” have not al- 
ways been apparent. An agency or 
union embracing all the growers is 
practically impossible of attainment. 
Let competition at both ends of the 
line have full sway. F.o.b. sales in 
California should have advantages for 
the growers. At the same time, let 
those who prefer to ship independently 
be permitted to do so without restric- 
tion or “knocking” by by the “agency” 

We come now to the consideration 
of the volume of the orange supply of 
the United States. The crop of Cali- 
fornia, this season, will doubtless 


reach 25,000 carloads, although not all 


of it may be shipped. It would prob- 
ably be safe to add to this, as the sup- 
ply from Fiorida, Mexico, West Indies 
and other points, another 10,000 car- 
loads, making a total of 35,000 carloads 
of oranges. At 362 boxes to the car, 
and averaging 216 oranges to the box, 
this gives us a total of 2,736,720,000 
oranges—an imposing figure, truly. 
Reckoning 60,000,000 people in the 
United States who may be possible 
orange eaters, this would give each 
person 45 oranges per annum. This 
does not look like such a very large 
numeer of oranges to be consumed per 
capita. Still, we must remember that 
there are a great many people in this 
country who seldom or never cat an 
orange; also, that the season during 


pwhich oranges are offered in quantity 


is comparatively short, and further, 
that during the very cold weather in 


the Bast there is not much demand for 


fruit, while during the summer 
months, when peaches, and pears, and 
apples, and strawberries are plentiful, 
there is little call for oranges. Con- 
sequently, the true orange season can- 
not be held to extend over six months 
of the year, at the most. 


this consumption might not be largely 
stimulated by judicious and general 
advertising, showing the hygienic 
value of the orange. The work along 
this line, done by the prune growers 
of Central California, gr@ved very. et- 
fective. If we could j ce everyone 
in the United States to bat an orange 
before breakfast every morning, while 
they are in season, it would provide a 
market for many times the present 
supply of the United States. The 
growers could weil afford to spend 
some money—much money, in fact 
for this object, instead of paying so 
much to high-priced “managers” with 
smooth tongues. 

To the end of increasing the con- 
sumption, it would be true policy to 
stimulate through competition, instead 
of restricting by combination, the 
unshackled sale of oranges in all the 
towns and cities of the country. This 
can be done by encouraging many 
small dealers and street venders to ac- 
tivity in each town by supplying them 
with ample stocks at just prices, so 
that they would in turn have a margin 
of profit. 

So much for that end of the line. 
At this end there are also helpful sug- 
gestions to be made. When an indus- 
try attains the magnitude that the or- 
ange-growing industry of Southern 
California has attained within so short 
& space of time, it becomes a question 
of the survival of the fittest. In the 
early days of orange culture in Cali-

could find a market. Now it is quite 
different, and fruit is cast on the dump 
which twenty years ago would have 
sold in Los Angeles for more than is 
now received for the finest navelss 
Owing to the large profits made by 
orange growers in the early days, 
many people rushed into the business 
who lacked experience, and orange 
gtoves were planted in places where 
nature never intended anything to 
row more tropical than alfalfa. 
Some of these groves have been cut 
down and planted to other crops, but 
many still stand, yielding poor fruit, 
that brings little net profit to the 
owner, but serves to compete in the 
market. It is evident that in future 
only those groves that are planted 
where perfect citrus conditions pre- 
vail can be expected to yield good 
profits. It would be better, both for 
the owners and for the industry, that 
the others should be devoted to some 
other crop. 

Again, would it not be possible to 
utilize some of the second-class fruit in 
the manufacture of by-products, such 
as marmalade, essences, etc.? Much 
fruit is thrown away that would be 
thus utilized in Europe. 
Britain you rarely see a breakfast 
table on which is not a jar of the cele- 
brated Dundee marmalade- By ju- 
dicious advertising the consumption of 
this product might be greatly stimu- 
lated.

| granted an injunction to four stock- 
holders of the Hercules Oil Refinery 
Company, restraining the directors 
from disposing of their stock at de- 
Unquent sale to pay a 5-eent assess- 
ment levied last November. The court 
did not broadly state that the assess- 
ment was an illegal assessment, and 
that the money could not be collected, 
but held that it was invalid so far as 
the four particular stockhold were 
concerned. This for the — 
Emerson, one of the directors ot 
Hercules Oj] Refinery Company, re- 
sides at Titusville, Pa., and was notin 
the State at the time the notice of the 
meeting at which the assessment was 


out. 

That decision. relieved about $1000 
worth of stock from being sold, but 
there remained about $9000, and the di- 
rectors of the Hercules Company in- 
tended to sell this at delinquent sale 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock. Prior 
to that time, however, a second suit 
had been filled and a 1 order 
issued by Judge Wilbur forbidding the 
stock to be sold pending a determina- 
tion of the suit. 

This second suit is a duplicate of the 
first save that it is on «a larger scale.

Now the 
objectors have all entered as parties 
plaintiff to the action, and if the fact
